"The plan of the parental school,' 


said Mr. Sessions, "is 
to co-operate 


with all authorities that Imvo to deal 
with wayward boys of 14 and under,— 
the juvcniU courts, ichool board, etc. 


"The school is not for bad boys. \Ve 


do not einect to take in young crim 
inali in any sense ot the word. The) 
will be sent >to the state institutions 
where they belong. The school is for 
those hoys that will not go to school. 
Many limes these are harmless boys, 
but as a general rule, you will find 
truancy to be the bottom of all crim- 
inal evil In youth. Our plan is to pre- 
vent «. far ai possible this evil. We 
want to get the boy before he be- 
comes n criminal, and lead him into 
the right path. 
Many of these boya 


have not had a fair show in the world 
and really do not know what it is to 
be decent. If left to themselves, they 
soon' become associated with 
loafers, 


tramps and criminals around 
town, 


and liko all youth, soon begin to im- 
iUte and before they kow it them- 
selves, they have the mark stamped 
upon them. 


• "My personal work will be looking 
up the attendance. John' Finity, pro- 
bation officer of the juvenile court, and 
my janitor,' H. D. Gross, who is truant 
officer, art my associates. 
They will 


act in that office and keep the chil- 
dren rounded up as fast as I find out 
the absent ones. 


"My first work will be to visit the 


parent* and with th:ir help use moral 
suasion to get the child 
to attend 


school. 
He is not taken to the pa- 


rental school. Only the juvenile court 
of the inperintendent of schools, Mr 
McLanc can sentence children to the 
school here. 
They are first given a 


chance to enroll in their own school 
When they are sent here, tbev are 
given another chance.
